manager, since the slightest impair­ 
ment of the vision ruins him as a ball 
player. 
It probably would not be suspected, 
but many players will be rejected on 
account of flat feet. 
For some reason 
probably half of the ball players lack 
normal insteps. 
Bunions also are par­ 
ticularly common. 
Both the flat feet 
and bunions are caused by wearing

W hat became of Major Tarleton aft­ 
er the Rh ale of Yorktown?

Bradley in the Nation, everyone In 
England has forgotten the very name 
of the young cavalry leader. But many 
persons In America must have won­ 
dered what became of the dashing sol­ 
dier, and how It happened that In the 
long years of war that shook England 
and Europe his name never once ap­ 
peared. 
When Mr. Bradley, In a leisure hon];, j 
entered the fine old fourteenth century ' 
village church at Leintwardine, in j 
Herefordshire, he did not think that 1 


Hie bare, unseated chapel promised 
much of interest; indeed, he was just: 
turning away when in a far corner and 
partly concealed by ladders, buckets, 
planks aud other articles necessary to 
the cleaning o f the church, lie caught 
sight of a lofty m ural monument. The 
lettering on it ran as follows; 
“Near this place are deposited the 
mortal remains of Sir Ba na st re Tarle- 
1 on-—Baronet General in the Army— 
Knight Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Bath, Governor of Berwick-ou- 
Tweed, Colonel of the Gallant 8th 
H ussars—He represented his native 
town of Liverpool for seven Sessions 
and closed his distinguished career In 
this place Jan. 25, 1833.” 
In 1798 Tarleton was sent to Portu­ 
gal, but was very soon recalled at his 
own request, and with that exception 
he never saw a shot fired after York-

Shark Fishing Season. 
The best season for catching sharks 
vie Sam bas splendid 
new 
jneems to be during the cooler months* 
jfrom October to March. 
Fishermen 
isay th a t sharks are nor so plentiful at 
jotber times of the year. 
T he 
flesh, 
fins, 
maws, jaw s and 
other bones, livers and skins all enter 
into the commerce of Aden, which is 
Hie center of the shark-fishing indus­ 
try. 
T he fresh meat of the smaller 
sharks is sold regularly in the fish 
b azaar at very reasonable prices to the 
po o rer classes of natives who cannot 
afford other sorts of fish. 
T he meat 
Is strong, but is said to be quite palat­ 
able when one is accustomed to eat­ 
ing it. 
T he principal consumers of 
shark m eat are the Arabs, a lt h o u g h 
th e native Jew s and Somalis also use 
it. 
The Somali and Arab are Moham­ 
m edans and their religion forbids eat­ 
ing the flesh of any fish th a t has not 
scales. 
However, the working classes 
of natives are so poor that shark meat 
is the only sort of fish they can afford. 


Don’t Use Rhubarb Leaves. 
Because rhubarb leaves contain cer­ 
tain gubstences which m ake them poi­ 
sonous to a great m any persons, spe­ 
cialists of the United States d ep art­ 
ment of agriculture w arn housewives 
against using this portion of the plant 
for food. 
A num ber of letters have 
been received by th e departm ent call­ 
ing attention to the fact th a t certain 
newspapers and magazines are advo­ 
cating the use of rhubarb leaves for 
greens, and th a t disastrous results 
have followed the acceptance of the 
Advice.

Lf the skins are tough, rub the beans 
through a sieve, then mljx w ith the hut 
ter, adding a dash of cayenne pepper 
arid salt to taste and a little w ater or 
milk, if too thick.

F o r a family of six, purchase one 
and a h a lf pounds of fish. 
W ash thor 
©uglily, chop or grind very fine. 
Add 
one teaspoonful of salt, a dash of cay­ 
enne, one-half cupful of thick cream 
beaten until stiff and the stiffly beat­ 
en whites of three eggs. 
T urn this into a well buttered, close­ 
ly covered bu king pan ; stand over boil­ 
ing watt r and cook steadily for 30 m in­ 
utes. 
T urn out on a serving plate and 
pour around it the egg sauce.
